£170,000 
more for 
hospital 
staff bill 


ALMOST 3,500 motorists 
have been fined for using 
bus lanes illegally in less 
than six months, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

Walsall Council has 
launched a crackdown on 
problem drivers which has 
seen a car equipped with a 
mobile camera take to the 
streets, aiming to catch driv¬ 
ers across the borough who 
use lanes to queue jump. 

The fines have been 
dished out between last 
September and January of 
this year. Drivers are asked 
to pay £60, although it is re¬ 
duced to £30 if paid within 
14 days. 

Figures also reveal that a 
total of 220 motorists have 
appealed against their fines. 

They were all issued be¬ 
tween last September and 
January of this year. Coun¬ 
cil chiefs vowed to take ac¬ 
tion after receiving requests 
from bus operators. 

Regeneration and trans¬ 
port chief councillor Adrian 
Andrew said: “During Sep¬ 
tember 2013 to January 
2014, we issued 3,439 pen¬ 
alty charge notices for bus 
lane contraventions and 
received 225 appeals. 

“The relatively low num¬ 
ber of appeals proves we’re 
getting the message across 
to motorists that bus lanes 
shouldn’t be used. Bus lane 
enforcement was only in¬ 
troduced due to the high 
number of bus lane contra¬ 
ventions within Walsall.” 

Injuries led to 
death of girl 

A MOTHER whose daugh¬ 
ter was killed in a crash on 
the way to school is still un¬ 
conscious, an inquest heard. 

The hearing was opened 
following the death of Nata¬ 
sha Whale, who was in a car 
being driven by her mother 
Shelley which crashed with 
an Adams Tours coach, on 
Monday, February 24. 

Opening the inquest at 
Walsall Coroner’s Court on 
Friday, Black Country Cor¬ 
oner Robin Balmain said 
the 13-year-old, of St Paul’s 
Crescent, Pelsall, had died 
of multiple injuries.

ATTACK TREES 


KEY figures in a Walsall area have 
attacked mindless yobs who have 
snapped trees within days of them 
being planted. 

The trees were introduced as part of a £1,500 
project to brighten up the area. Half of the 20 
rowan trees, which are up to 10ft tall, have 
been damaged at The Lea fields in Goscote. 


They were only planted 
last Thursday and have 
been damaged over the last 
few days, to the anger of res¬ 
idents. 

An avenue of trees had 
been created near the new 
path, but eight of the 10 
have been snapped. Two 
more put in the nature area 
have also been attacked. 

Money to plant the new 
trees had been secured 
through the community 
development fund follow¬ 
ing an application to Wal¬ 
sall Housing Group. The 
Friends Around The Lea 
group has been helping to 
lead improvements in the 
area after fighting off plans 
to build homes on the land. 
Benches have already been 
installed. 

Community 

Secretary of the group 
Ken Wall condemned those 
responsible: “It is mindless. 
I don’t know how to describe 
them. I am very angry and 
very frustrated. These trees 
are something to brighten 
the place up. We are doing 
this for everyone’s benefit, 
this is being done for future 
generations. 

“The majority of the 
community round here are 
decent hard working peo¬ 
ple. We have fought to save 
The Lea being built on. The 
council have really come on 
board and brought this piece 
of land back to how it used 
to be.” It is not clear how 
yobs have managed to dam¬ 
age the trees. The first are

believed to have snapped in 
the first 24 hours after they 
were planted and then more 
were damaged over the 
weekend. 

It comes after a swan was 
found dead at the side of a 
canal in Walsall, amid fears 
it may have been attacked 
by a dog earlier this year. 

There have also been pre¬ 
vious issues with lurcher 
dogs set loose to bait animals 
and to intimidate walkers 
on the land, while arsonists 
last year sparked a series of 
fires and motorbikes have 
been using the fields to race 
along. Land at The Lea had 
been earmarked for rede¬ 
velopment as part of moves 
to build hundreds of new 
homes in Goscote. 

More than 800 objections 
were lodged against the 
loss of green belt land and 
the scheme was dropped by 
Walsall Housing Group and 
Walsall Council. 

Blakenall ward councillor 
Pete Smith called on resi¬ 
dents to report any suspi¬ 
cious behaviour. He said: 
“We fought hard to save The 
Lea from the developers and 
set up a friends group. It’s 
a big expanse of land with 
a canal running through it 
and they have really worked 
hard to try to address some 
of the issues but there are 
still problems with anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour.”

AN EXTRA £170,000 a 
month was spent on tem¬ 
porary workers at Walsall 
Hospital in January as it 
continues to deal with high 
levels of admissions. The 
bill for agency, bank and 
locum workers at Walsall 
Manor hit £1.7m in the first 
month of this year, an in¬ 
crease on previous months. 

It comes after health 
chiefs with the Walsall Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group 
appealed for patients to only 
use the A&E department if 
their condition is serious or 
life-threatening due to pres¬ 
sure on the hospital. 

Bosses at the hospital 
have been trying to tackle 
the costs of temporary 
workers since the bill hit a 
record of £2.060m last Sep¬ 
tember. A recruitment drive 
for up to 130 new staff was 
launched last year. 

The majority of the in¬ 
crease at the start of this 
year relates to agency costs 
increasing to £781,000 
from £604,000 the month 
before. Locum expenditure 
increased by just £1,000 to 
£368,000 while bank costs 
reduced from £558,000 to 
£552,000. 

A further recruitment 
of up to 40 nurses is being 
planned by the hospital as 
part of £1.3m proposals. 
More registered nurses are 
being earmarked for the 
hospital to provide addi¬ 
tional cover.

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War heroes' paving stones move 


PAVING stones will be laid to hon¬ 
our two men who received the coun¬ 
try’s highest award for gallantry as 
part of the commemorations of the 
centenary of the First World War. 

John Henry Carless and Charles 
George Bonner, both from Walsall, 
were awarded the Victoria Cross in 
recognition of their bravery. A pav¬ 
ing stone for Carless will be laid in 
November 2017 and one for Bonner 
will be laid in May 2018. 


The locations for the stones have 
not yet been confirmed. It comes as 
Walsall Council has launched a new 
website commemorating the First 
World War centenary. 

Carless was 21-years-old and an 
Ordinary Seaman in the Royal Navy 
during the First World War. 

On November 17, 1917, at the 
Second Battle of Heligoland Bight, 
off the German coast, Carless was 
serving on HMS Caledon. 


The citation issued when he was 
posthumously awarded the Victoria 
Cross read: “For most conspicuous 
bravery and devotion to duty. Al¬ 
though mortally wounded in the 
abdomen, he still went on serving 
the gun. 

“He collapsed once, but got up, 
tried again, and cheered on the 
new gun’s crew. He then fell and 
died.’’Bonner was born in 1884 and 
as a lieutenant in the Royal Naval 


Reserve was serving in the Bay of 
Biscay during the night of August 
8,1917 on board HMS Dunraven. 
His citation said: “Awarded in 
recognition of his conspicuous gal¬ 
lantry and consummate coolness 
and skill, in action with an enemy 
submarine.”

Construction chief in 
£250m turnover hope 


THE new boss of a construction compa¬ 
ny bucking the economic trend by landing 
multi-million pound housing deals - says he 
hopes to see its turnover rise to £250 million. 

Walsall-based Bullock, led by new chief executive 
Ian Burnett, was last year awarded a massive £94m 
deal with social housing landlord Wolverhampton 
Homes to revamp properties within its jurisdiction. 

Mr Burnett said that 
among his aims for the na¬ 
tional company was to see 
turnover which shrunk from 
£180m to £120m as a result 
of the credit crunch, rise to 
£250m within the next four 
years. 

The firm has a number 
of projects which are under 
way in the West Midlands 
including a a £4m devel¬ 
opment for 38 new homes, 
in Beaconview Road, West 
Bromwich, to replace a de¬ 
molished block of Sandwell 
Council-owned maisonettes. 

Mr Burnett, who pre¬ 
viously spent 18 years at 
building contractor Wates 
and before that 14 years at 
Interserve, had spent six 
months as an independent 
consultant to the board be¬ 
fore being appointed as chief 
executive. 

He said in addition to 
seeing turnover increase 
at Bullock which has its 
headquarters, in Northgate, 
Aldridge, he also plans to 
move it into the care home 
development market. 

“My vision for the fu¬ 
ture is to see the business 
achieve £250m in turnover 
by two to four years time. 
We are working across the 
Midlands, Yorkshire, Lan¬ 
cashire and south Wales and 
would also like to spread our 
wings into London. Bullock 
lives and breathes from 
Aldridge where its heart is. 

“It started life here as 
a family business and has 
grown. But I would also 
like to see it bring back that 
family rooting it had in its 
early days.”

More radiologists taken 
on to cope with demand 


WALSALL Manor Hospital has taken on more 
radiologists to cope with a rise in demand for 
the service that would have resulted in a two- 
week wait for outpatients, it has emerged. 

A meeting of healthcare chiefs was told that 
the trust’s performance and monitoring system 
had flagged up problems regarding requests for 
non-emergency scans, including GP referrals. 

Since the start of this year 
the radiology department 
has employed two extra 
staff to help reduce the wait¬ 
ing times for the images to 
be done and the results re¬ 
ported back to doctors. 

Walsall Healthcare Trust 
Mr Amir Khan said: “It’s 
very important to stress 
that this situation is not 
affecting emergency cases 
or patients admitted to the 
hospital. Scans for those 
patients are done there and 
then. 

“We have now made an 
investment in radiology be¬ 
cause the demand has in¬ 
creased around staffing. We 
have had two new people 
this year and there are plans 
to take on an additional one 
per year over the next two 
years.” 

He added that there was 
a national shortage of hos¬ 
pital radiographers and the 
situation was not unique to 
the Manor. 

Also at the trust board 
meeting chief executive 
Richard Kirby said he did 
not know when the hospital 
would receive extra cash to 
help cope with an influx of 
patients from Staffordshire. 

After the announcement 
by Health Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt that Mid Staffordshire 
NHS Foundation Trust 
would be scrapped aound 
£14 million is to be ploughed 
into Manor Hospital to cope 
with the influx of patients 
from the neighbouring 
county under re-organisa- 
tion of key services.

£90,000 and £98,000 at the 
auction at Villa Park but 
bidders failed to match the 
guide price. 

Sam Cook from Cottons 
Chartered Surveyors, said: 
“We have had several peo¬ 
ple come forward expressing 
interest in this lot. Sadly it 
did not meet the reserve in 
the auction room but we 
are now looking for offers of 
around £90,000.” 

The cottage is single sto¬ 
rey and has recently been 
refurbished but the museum 
building is in need of ‘repair 
and improvement.’ 

The description of the 
building states there are 
plans to redevelop the 
ex-museum into a residen¬ 
tial development comprising 
two separate units.

Pub site may become new school 


AN INDEPENDENT secondary 
school for up to 220 girls could 
launch on the site of a former pub 
in Walsall under new plans. 

The old Birchills Tavern in the 
town would become the IQRA Acad¬ 
emy and will teach GCSE classes 
starting from September. Recently 
the building has been used for 
evening classes by a nearby mosque 
but a planning application to turn 
it into a fully operational school has 


been put forward by the Pakistan 
Muslim Welfare Association. 

The building was purchased after 
closing down as a pub a number 
of years ago. The application has 
been put forward by Dr Mohammed 
Salim Khan, from the association, 
and will be considered by council 
planners in the coming months. 

He said parents had already ex¬ 
pressed an interest in sending their 
youngsters there. And he added: 


“The IQRA academy is a school 
which is being set up for girls from 
the Walsall Metropolitan Borough. 

“We have had interest from 
many different areas of Walsall and 
mainly because alongside our main¬ 
stream education which will cover 
11 GCSE subjects we have also in¬ 
cluded Arabic and Islamic studies. 

“A large percentage of the stu¬ 
dents will be coming from the local 
area as well as North Walsall. There 


has been interest expressed from 
Pleck, Alumwell, Caldmore, Palfrey, 
Bescot and Darlaston. 

“The school will be run inde¬ 
pendently of the mosque although 
it will serve the local community. It 
will have an independent board of 
governors who will be responsible 
for ensuring that the school meets 
all of its targets and our vision is 
that it becomes a high performing 
school.” 


Reward put up after 
vandalism on railway 


A £1,000 reward is being put up following 
four recent acts of vandalism on railway lines 
in the Walsall area which caused delays to 
thousands of passengers. 

The incidents in the last fortnight have involved 
trespass, vandalism and suspected cable theft. The 
latest happened last Wednesday night when cables 
were damaged, resulting in disruption of services. 


The knock-on effect saw 
train disruption during the 
night and into the morning. 

Network Rail bosses are 
now putting up a reward for 
information leading to the 
prosecution of the culprits. 

Liam Sumpter, area di¬ 
rector for Network Rail, 
said: “Trespass, vandalism 
and metal theft on the rail¬ 
way not only causes huge 
amounts of disruption to 
passengers but also pose a 
significant risk to the lives 
of those committing the 
crimes. 

“Trains are fast, quiet and 
cannot stop quickly, even if 
trespassers are spotted well 
in advance by a driver. 

“Combined with 25,000v 
of electricity flowing 
through overhead lines 
where the railway is electri¬ 
fied, it is a dangerous place 
for anyone who is not sup¬ 
posed to be there. 

“We have seen four inci¬ 
dents of trespass, vandalism 
and suspected cable theft 
in two weeks in the Wal¬ 
sall area and are offering 
a £1,000 reward to anyone 
who provides information

which leads to a successful 
prosecution of those respon¬ 
sible. 

“We apologise for the dis¬ 
ruption these recent inci¬ 
dents have caused. 

“We can assure passen¬ 
gers that we do all we can 
to reduce these types of in¬ 
cident and carry out repairs 
as quickly as possible when 
they do.

A prison officer’s miscon¬ 
duct, which included a sex¬ 
ual relationship with an 
inmate, started when she 
found her husband had 
been cheating on her, a 
court heard. 

Julie Turton, from Hembs 
Crescent, Hamstead, is 
today starting a two years 
and eight month sentence 
after being jailed yesterday. 

During the 54-year-old’s 
sentencing hearing, her de¬ 
fence solicitor Mr Jonathan 
Parker told Birmingham 
Crown Court her offending 
began after learning of the 
upsetting news. He said: 
“For the first time in her life 
she felt particularly isolated, 
her self-esteem was low, she 
was emotionally vulnerable, 
and she was susceptible to 
the advances of those in¬ 
mates who she admits hav¬ 
ing illicit contact with.”

Drinking spree woman's drive was 'idiotic' 



A WOMAN motorist displayed ‘idiotic 
and dangerous’ behaviour while driving 
through roadworks after popping out to 
the shops during a drinking spree, a judge 
heard. 

Mother of three Grace Dwyer was over 
twice the alcohol limit when she drove into 
trouble on the A5 near her Bloxwich home, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

The 26-year-old ignored a stop sign and 
refused to wait for a special escort before 
going through the road works at more than 
the emergency 5mph speed limit, it was 
revealed. Miss Alka Brigue, prosecuting, 
explained: “The road was being resurfaced 


and about 50 workers were employed in the 
area along with a number of heavy vehicles. 

“Cones, bollards and signs warned of 
the partial closure of the road. Some of the 
workers had to get out of the way as she 
went by.” 

Dwyer was forced to stop by a passing 
police car after the incident that occurred 
on October 17, the court heard. The mother 
gave one breath test that registered 75 mi¬ 
crogrammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath - the legal limit is 35 - but refused 
to take the follow up check that is required 
by law. 

She later explained that she had been 


drinking at home with a friend before decid¬ 
ing to drive to a supermarket to buy medi¬ 
cine for one of her children who was unwell. 
Dwyer - who left the young children with 
her friend - told police: “Nobody jumped 
out of the way but road workers may have 
had to move onto the central reservation. I 
did not drive at anybody.” 

She was alone in the car on the way to 
the Tesco store where she met two men 
she knew and was giving them a lift home 
when stopped on the return journey, the 
court was told. Miss Brigue observed: “The 
two male passengers also appeared to be 
under the influence of alcohol.” Mr Oliver 


Woolhouse, defending, said: “It was an act 
of sheer stupidity for her to get into her car 
and drive off to the shops after drinking.” 

Dwyer from Tamworth Close, Brownhills 
pleaded guilty to dangerous driving and 
failing to provide a sample. She was given 
a six month jail sentence, suspended under 
supervision for a year with 80 hours unpaid 
work. She was also banned from driving for 
12 months and ordered to pay £200 costs. 

Recorder Keith Raynor told her: “People 
resurfacing roads work in difficult and dan¬ 
gerous conditions providing a service to us 
all.Your behaviour was idiotic, dangerous 
and foolish.” 


Beloved Ben's brave smile 
lives on for proud family

BRAVE schoolboy Ben Sam¬ 
brook, who has spent the past 
seven years fighting a brain tu¬ 
mour, has sadly died. 

The 14-year-old was today described 
as a ‘remarkable and talented boy’. 
Tributes have been pouring in to 
the teenager, who attended Aldridge 
School, with many calling him an in¬ 
spiration to others. 

Ben was diagnosed with a brain tumour 
the size of a golf ball when he was seven and 
underwent gruelling treatment. 

In 2012 he suffered a relapse. He died 
at home and in a statement, Ben’s parents 
Sharon and Steve, who is known as Sam, 
said: “As a family we are devastated. The 
void left an emptiness we feel is unbearable, 
part of us has died too.” 

His headteacher at Aldridge School, 
David Mountney said he was a ‘clearly loved 
friend to all who met him.’ 

His family set up the Ben Sambrook 
Trust Fund following his diagnosis and it 
has raised more than £100,000 over the past 
few years. 

Friends have also paid tributes to him 
online, with one saying ‘heaven gained an 
angel and we lost a soldier’. 

Ben’s plight touched the people of 
Aldridge, with scores inspired to raise cash 
through fundraising galas and amazing 
charity feats. 

Diagnosis 

On the fundraising page set up following 
his diagnosis, his family wrote: “We set up 
this fund as a celebration of Ben’s bravery 
and courage against all odds and to give 
hope to others as he continues to light up 
our lives and the lives of those around him. 
We now feel that despite the desperate sit¬ 
uation we continue to find ourselves in we 
are doing something positive. For us, this 
means Ben’s illness has not been in vain.” 
Ben underwent weeks of radiotherapy, 
months of chemotherapy and operations to 
fight the tumour. But there was joy when 
the youngster was given a clean bill of 
health, returning to the hospital every four 
months for regular scans. 

On his fundraising page, his family spoke 
of the ‘dread and fear of the tumour return¬ 
ing’. In 2012, their worst fears were realised 
when Ben relapsed. But despite his ordeal, 


Ben was known for being generous, funny, 
good company and always having a smile on 
his face. 

Back in 2009, Ben was named an Ex¬ 
press & Star Local Hero after never having 
missed a day of school despite his years of 
treatment. At the time, he was attending 
Cooper & Jordan School in Aldridge. 

He was presented with an award and, 
along with his parents and sister, was in¬ 
vited to Molineux to be presented with his 
accolade and enjoy a meal surrounded by 
Wolves players. 

Ben said he was ‘chuffed with the award’ 
and was looking forward to going to the Mo¬ 
lineux - despite being a Birmingham City 


fan. Speaking at the time, his mother said: 
“The Trust has also taken off beyond all of 
our expectations.” Sharon herself was even 
named Tesco charitable mother of the year 
in March 2012 and was invited to a recep¬ 
tion with Prime Minister David Cameron. 

She was given the award after being se¬ 
cretly nominated by Ben. 

Ben’s school friends have been inspired to 
raise money in his name. Last month, they 
staged a BENefit gig at the school in aid of 
the Brain Tumour Charity. It was spon¬ 
sored by local businesses and many of his 
friends provided the music. The packed out 
hall at Aldridge School included many of his 
friends and family including his grandpar¬ 


ents and his 11-year-old sister Emily. 

Although Ben was too ill to attend, he 
was sent clips via the internet. A DVD of 
the gig was recorded and will soon be availa¬ 
ble for his friends. Together with cake sales, 
a sponsored silence and a dance show held 
at the school, his friends have raised more 
than £3,500. 

A Facebook page called RIP Ben Sam¬ 
brook has been set up, where friends have 
left their tributes and memories of Ben. 
Lucy Earl said: “You were an inspiration to 
us all and will be greatly missed but never 
forgotten.” ShakiraMason added: “Ben was 
amazing, and it is cruel that he was taken 
so early on in his life.”

Lord who never 
forgot his roots

DANIEL WAINWRIGHT 
looks back at the life of 
former MP and peer Lord 
Bilston who has died at 71 


IT is hard to imagine another 
politician more deserving of 
the title ‘man of the people’ 
than Dennis Turner. 

Even when elevated to the House 
of Lords, he took the town of his 
birth as his name, Baron Bilston. 

And when he served as MP for Wolver¬ 
hampton South East around 300 people 
took to the streets at the end of his first 
term of office to campaign for his re-elec¬ 
tion. 

The crusade succeeded, with the num¬ 
ber of votes for Dennis Turner in 1992 
almost double those of his Conservative 
rival. 

Fast forward 22 years and it would 
be unthinkable, in the post-expenses 
scandal ‘they’re all the same’ cynicism 
of 2014 that any MP would have such a 
strong following. 

But Dennis Turner, honoured last 
year with a Famous Sons and Daughters 
of Wolverhampton award, was from a 
different era, when more working class 
people were chosen by their communi¬ 
ties to represent them in Westminster. 
He was an extremely well-liked politi¬ 
cian, for whom successive Express & 
Star lobby reporters based in the House 
of Commons developed a fondness and 
friendship. 

He was born, raised and educated in 
Bradley. And he lived there all his life. 

He would become a staunch union 
man who believed strongly in a fair deal 
for working people. 

He was educated at St Martin’s C of E 
School, in Slater Street, then at Stone- 
field Secondary (later Hall Green Com¬ 
prehensive, then Bilston High School 
and now South Wolverhampton and Bil¬ 
ston Academy), in Prosser Street. 

He left to work at Thomas Perry steel 


roll makers, in Highfields Road, as an 
office boy making tea and doing chores, 
then studied office accounting at Bil¬ 
ston College before joining the Better- 
ware kitchen equipment company as a 
salesman when he was 17. 

Going door to door in the 1950s and 
1960s, and seeing the poor conditions 
of slum housing, gave Lord Bilston the 
interest he would have in politics for 
the rest of his life and the belief that he 
could help to make things better. 

In 1964 he moved into the Bilston 
steel industry, beginning as a stock- 
taker, and later as transport controller. 


And two years later, he was first 
elected to the Wolverhampton Bor¬ 
ough Council at the age of 22. He was 
chosen to be the deputy leader of the 
council in 1980, a position he held for 
six years until his decision to stand for 
Parliament. Lord Bilston also served on 
the now-defunct West Midlands County 
Council from 1973 until 1986. 

He chaired the Joint Trade Union Ac¬ 
tion Committee which had fought the 
long and ultimately doomed battle to 
stop the closure of Bilston Steelworks. 
He was at the forefront of the five-year 
fight to save the works from the axe in 


the late 1970s, and was devastated when 
it closed with the loss of thousands of 
jobs. “It was traumatic to see the demise 
of the steel industry,” he once recalled. 
“I don’t think I will ever see such a cat¬ 
astrophic effect on the people of this 
area.” 

So popular was he among his political 
peers that in 1987, when he first won the 
Wolverhampton South East seat, even 
members of the Tory party had contrib¬ 
uted to his campaign fund. As a Wolver¬ 
hampton councillor at the time he was 
given a China piggy bank by Conserva¬ 
tive Paddy Bradley when he resigned his 
seat to begin his campaign. 

He continued to fight hard for his 
people. In 1993 he gathered 5,000 sig¬ 
natures on two petitions, 2,500 on each, 
campaigning against plans to impose 
VAT on fuel and another against threats 
to strip pensioners of free travel passes. 

Identity 

Just a few years ago his time and 
power was called upon again when Bil¬ 
ston itself looked to be bureaucratically 
torn apart in a review of Parliamentary 
boundaries. 

The town was set to be represented 
by four different MPs, something that 
risked its very identity. 

Dennis, along with his brother Bert, a 
councillor and at the time mayor of Wol¬ 
verhampton, led the charge. They took a 
coachload of people to a Boundary Com¬ 
mission hearing in Birmingham to plead 
their case. And they won. 

The stroke he suffered in May 2006 
affected the use of his right arm and leg, 
but he recovered and carried on his du¬ 
ties in the Lords. The following year he 
was granted Freedom of the City. 

But despite his huge political profile 
he was a family man at heart. He leaves 
his devoted wife Pat, 67, two grown 
up children, Brendon and Jenny, and 
a granddaughter, Bella. Last year, the 
old Labour firebrand Dennis Skinner 
highlighted Dennis Turner as the sort 
of person that voters just do not see 
enter politics anymore and sadly, will 
not again.

Burglar in 
appeal told 
sentence is 
a fair one 


AN opportunistic burglar who ransacked the 
home of a vulnerable pensioner has been 
told by top judges his sentence was ‘stern’ 
but fair. 

Stuart Clayton smashed his way into the home of 
an 84-year-old man when he realised it was empty, 
and turned the place upside down before fleeing the 
scene with cash and cigarettes. 

The 21-year-old, of Bas- H bv c: mon stont* 
sets Road, Wednesbury, was M Dy bimon btone 
jailed for two years at Wol- He discovered his bath- 


verhampton Crown Court in 
November last year, after he 
admitted burglary. 

However he launched a 
bid to have his sentence cut 
at London’s Criminal Ap¬ 
peal Court, with his lawyers 
arguing it was ‘too long’ for 
his crime. 

Now though his appeal 
was rejected by three of 
the country’s most senior 
judges, who said the sen¬ 
tence was ‘stern, but not 
excessive’. 

The court heard the pen¬ 
sioner left his home on the 
Yew Tree estate on the bor¬ 
der of Walsall and Sandwell 
one evening in August last 
year. When he returned 
home around two hours 
later he found the whole 
house had been ransacked.

smashed and £400 cash and 
£60 worth of cigarettes had 
gone missing. 

Clayton initially denied 
any wrongdoing, but ad¬ 
mitted his guilt after being 
confronted with the forensic 
evidence. 

The court heard he had a 
record of similar offences. 

His lawyers argued his jail 
term was over the top, say¬ 
ing he didn’t have the worst 
record. But Mr Justice Grif¬ 
fith Williams, sitting with 
Lord Justice Fulford and 
Judge David Griffith Jones 
QC, said: “The view of this 
court is that, while the sen¬ 
tence was at the top of the 
range, it cannot be said that 
it was arguably manifestly 
excessive.”

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to axe minibus service 


MINIBUSES used by a charity 
to transport blind and partially 
sighted people to social meet¬ 
ings will be axed later this year. 

Walsall Society for the Blind runs 
social groups at a day centre in Hath- 
erton Road four days a week, allowing 
people to make friends, play games 
and enjoy a lunch. 

The charity, which supports more than 
1,700 people in the borough, has been run¬ 
ning two minibuses for the past 10 years 
but has announced it intends to axe the 
door-to-door service in June due to dwin¬ 
dling numbers attending the groups. 

Bosses said using the minibuses was no 
longer a viable option and the charity was 
looking at the use of volunteer drivers and 
setting up partnerships with taxi firms. 

But Charlotte Morris, who is partially 
sighted and has been using the day centre 
services for 11 years, said axing the trans¬ 
port would affect the most vulnerable peo¬ 
ple using the services. 

Socialise 

The 81-year-old, of Coalway Road, Blox- 
wich, said: “I go once or twice a week and 
there’s usually 18 to 20 of us. They fetch us 
in and bring us home. We have a dinner and 
there’s games. It’s a chance for people to 
socialise. If I had to get a taxi from where I 
live in Bloxwich to the town centre, it would 
cost £7 each way, but there’s one lady that 
goes who is nearly 97. She’s not only blind, 
but she’s hard of hearing as well. You can’t 
expect people like that to use the bus.” 

Amanda Reed, chief executive officer for 
Walsall Society for the Blind, said: “Un¬ 
fortunately running the minibuses is no 
longer a viable option and we will cease to 
run our door-to-door minibus service as of 
June 30. We will be working with all those 
affected by the removal of transport to sup¬ 
port them in continuing to access the day 
centre.” 

It also offers befriending services and a 
talking newspaper service. Anyone who can

Devastating night of the Zeppelins 
that left its mark on Black country 


IT WAS just a normal night in the 
Black Country, or as normal as 
any night was during the dark 
days of the First World War. 

The trams clattered through the 
streets, folk flocked to the cinemas. 
The lights were ablaze as people went 
about their business as usual. 

Then the Zeppelins came. Dozens were 
killed as bomb after bomb pounded down 
on Tipton, Wednesbury, Bilston and Wal¬ 
sall. Buildings were ripped apart as death 
rained down from the skies. A devastated 
husband returned from the pictures to find 
three generations of his family had perished 
in the carnage. The Black Country had 
never seen anything like it. 

Amateur historian Derrick Nicholls has 
spent 18 months researching the devastat¬ 
ing raids of 98 years ago, putting together 
an exhibition at Tipton Library. 

Among the artefacts Mr Nicholls, a 
71-year-old retired newsagent, has gath¬ 
ered together, is a police notice advising the 
public what to do in the event of an air raid.

It suggests keeping a bucket of sand or 
water to hand in the upstairs bedrooms, 
in order to tackle any small fires that may 
break out. 

“All windows and doors on the lower floor 
should be closed to prevent the admission of 
noxious gases,” added police commissioner 
Mr E R Henry. 

Destruction came to the Black Country 
on a foggy, frosty night on January 31, 
1916, when a fleet of German Zeppelin 
airships were making their way to attack 
Liverpool. 

But in the misty conditions and heavy 
clouds, two of nine aircraft - the L21 and 
L19 - became lost over the Midlands. Zep¬ 
pelin L21 was commanded by 45-year-old 
Kapitanleutnant Max Dietrich. He had 
thought he was flying over the Irish Sea but 
had been mistaken by sparsely populated 
areas of countryside. 

On his orders, the crew of 16 dropped 
their deadly payload from the skies on an 
unsuspecting public largely unaware of 


their imminent fate. Bombs were initially 
believed to have hit Union Street in Tipton, 
with around five of the devices falling all 
around. 

One also fell outside Tipton railway 
station and more around Barnfield Road 
trading estate. In Union Street, two houses 
were demolished and others damaged, the 
gas main was set alight. In all 14 people 
were killed in the town as the bombs struck 
at around 8 o’clock that night. 

Treatment 

News reports at the time were subject 
to military censorship, and the Express & 
Star was only allowed to describe the Black 
Country raids as being in Staffordshire. 

An inquest was held jointly for 13 of the 
victims of the Tipton bombing on February 
3. The 14th victim Louisa York, who worked 
as nurse, had been taken for treatment at 
Dudley Guest Hospital and her inquest was 
held elsewhere. The ruling from the inquest 
on the death certificates states ‘Wilful mur¬ 
der against the Kaiser of Germany and his 
son the Crown Prince as being accessory to 


and after the fact’ at the insistence of the 
inquest jury. A young couple, Maud and 
William Fellows, who were unmarried but 
had the same name, were killed after one 
bomb hit as they walked along a canal tow- 
path in nearby Bradley. 

Their death is commemorated by a plaque 
on the wall of the Bradley pumping station. 

Mr Nicholls, of Beverston Road, has been 
holding an exhibition at Tipton Library, 
bringing together the images and stories 
through trawling the archives, including 
those of the Express & Star for the exhi¬ 
bition. At the time, the Express & Star 
reported that 26 people had been killed in¬ 
stantly during the night, but Mr Nicholls’ 
research found the death toll was signifi¬ 
cantly higher. Mr Nicholls says a total of 33 
people were killed in the raid.” 

Mr Nicholls is now considering putting 
together a book of his research. The exhi¬ 
bition, which returns to the library from 
March 13 to 28, was put together to coincide 
with a special community opera, Zeppelin 
Dreams which runs at the Wolverhampton 
Grand on March 20 and 21.

THESE dramatic images re¬ 
veal the extent of the trans¬ 
formation that HS2 could 
make to the centre of Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Experts hope the new city cen¬ 
tre station will give the economy a 
£1.3 billion annual boost and cre¬ 
ate 14,000 jobs. 

The Birmingham Curzon HS2 mas¬ 
terplan will transform 141 hectares 
and was has been unveiled by Bir¬ 
mingham City Council. 

At the heart of the scheme will be a 
new city centre station - Birmingham 
Curzon - where HS2 will terminate on 
its 49-minute journey from London. 

Developments surrounding the sta¬ 
tion will make this one of the largest 
urban regeneration schemes in Brit¬ 
ain, and the largest redevelopment so 
far announced on the back of the high¬ 
speed line. 

Proposals include the creation of 
over 14,000 jobs, 600,000 sq metres of 
new employment space and 2,000 new 
homes. 

Council chiefs say the massive cash 
injection will support the city’s crea¬ 
tive, learning and research sectors and 
the booming professional and financial 
services industry. 

The unveiling of the plans came de¬ 
spite cross-party backing for the £42 
billion line being thrown into doubt. 
Tory and Labour MPs from flood and 
storm ravaged constituencies said they 
would refuse to support the line unless 
major improvements were made to the 
West Country railway network. 

City leaders in Birmingham how¬ 
ever hailed the potential of HS2 as a 
catalyst for urban regeneration and 
called on political leaders to push 
ahead with the rail scheme and help 
unlock growth across the country. 
The Curzon HS2 Masterplan is the 
latest multi-million pound boost for 
Birmingham’s city centre. The £600

He 
said: “All those who spoke 
at the two meetings said it 
would be totally inappropri¬ 
ate for such an application 
to be approved by the local 
authority. 

“The point was repeatedly 
made that the plant, which 
will apparently process up 
to 175,000 tons of waste a 
year and be in operation 24 
hours a day, will have a dev¬ 
astating effect on the envi¬ 
ronment and their quality of 
life. My view equally is that 
the residents are fully jus¬ 
tified in opposing the plan¬ 
ning application, bearing in 
mind all the negative effects 


which are bound to arise if 
the recycling plant came 
into operation. 

“Though the company 
will attempt to give guar¬ 
antees over minimising all 
the inconvenience, and gen¬ 
erally the adverse impact of 
what is intended, it must 
be obvious that it would 
undoubtedly cause the max¬ 
imum harm and inconven¬ 
ience to my constituents 
who will be affected. 

“It is to be hoped there¬ 
fore that those who will 
decide on the application 
in due course will recognise 
that such a plant, which as 
I understand it has been 
unwelcome in Darlaston, 
is also certainly unwanted 
where it now intends to 
move to.”

£3m project for cemetery 
returns in latest plans 


FRESH proposals have been put forward for 
a new private cemetery which was rejected 
last year. The £3 million scheme had been 
earmarked for land near Aldridge. 

It was thrown out after more than 1,000 objec¬ 
tions were lodged against the proposals. But it has 
emerged that the applicant has relaunched a bid to 
turn the land into a cemetery which would have al¬ 
most 8,000 plots. ■ by Craig Hughes

sons that led to Walsall 
Council refusing the plans 
have now been resolved. 

Flood and ground assess¬ 
ments have been carried out 
and it is also proposed that 
more trees will be planted 
to keep a reception building 
at the 4.3 hectare site more 
hidden from the roadway. 

A new planning applica¬ 
tion has been submitted to 
council chiefs and it will be 
considered within the next 
few months. 

When proposals for a new 
cemetery were first revealed 
at the end of 2012 there was 
a backlash with more than 
1,200 names added to a pe¬ 
tition. Some 98 individual 
letters were sent in oppo¬ 
sition to the Aldridge Road 
Burial Park scheme and 
up to 300 people attended 
a public meeting to discuss 
the application. 

There were concerns over 
the change of use of the ag¬ 
ricultural use as it was off 
a busy route. People were 


worried it would lead to 
traffic problems and they 
were also concerned about 
the loss of green belt and 
that the land would be sus¬ 
ceptible to flooding. 

Although the latest ap¬ 
plication is largely similar, 
Aamer Waheed, who is also 
behind the Walsall Burial 
Park in Burntwood, said 
the main issues have been 
resolved. “There is a need 
for more burial spaces,” he 
said. “Whatever the reason 
for refusal the last time we 
have addressed it. There are 
no residents on the other 
side so it doesn’t impact on 
them. ” 

The Butts & Hatherton 
Residents Association has 
now produced a leaflet to 
flag up that the plans have 
been resolved. It states: “As 
we informed you previously 
the cemetery application 
would come back and it has. 
We will be coming round 
with a new petition.”

The nurses who deliver 
more than Just babies 


T he midwives will have to deliver 
some bad news this week - it’s 
the last in the current series. 

And that will leave over eight million 
fans wondering exactly what to do 
with their Sunday evenings. 

But just why has this tale of East 
End London in the days before the 
contraceptive pill been such a hit, 
while other, more hyped dramas, 
struggle to get half as many viewers? 

Helen George, who plays the 
convent’s resident blonde bombshell 
Trixie, has a couple of theories. 

“I think it’s partly because of the 
original memoirs that were written by 
Jennifer Worth. She’d created such 
beautiful stories and her memoirs 
were so wonderful, and then Heidi 
Thomas continued that when she 
adapted it for the screen, so I think it 
begins with the writing and the stories. 
If you’ve got a good story to tell, 
people want to listen. 

‘And then from that, the cast has 
been really great - it’s wonderful that 
people like Pam Ferris and Miranda 
Hart wanted to do it. 

And I think it’s a period of history 
that hasn’t really been focused on in 


primetime TV, so there’s an interest 
in that.” 

There’s also an interest in the 
clothes, which Helen admits she’s 
shares. “We’ve had an amazing 
costume designer, and I’m told 
vintage fashions suit me - it’s a period 
that really accentuates a woman’s 
curves. 

‘They hold you in all the right 
places, so it’s quite flattering, although 
it’s tough to eat on set sometimes - 
I’m sewn into my dresses and trousers 
because they are so tight. I’m thinking 
‘I can’t even sit down properly, so 
eating pasta probably wasn’t a good 
idea...’” 

But while the mix of babies, Fifties 
frocks and cycling nuns may sound a 
bit twee, regular viewers will know that 
the show can also be hard-hitting - 
and some of those medical scenes 
aren’t for the faint of heart. 

Luckily, filming them isn’t too much 
of an ordeal. Helen laughs: “It doesn’t 
bother me, although I’m sure if in real 
life I was ever faced with one of these 
situations I’d be passing out on the 
floor. “Whilst it looks very realistic on 
the screen, we have this thing where 



the midwife on set holds a condom 
over the actress who’s pretending to 
give birth, and she pops it when their 
waters break. You can’t really feel 
squeamish because it’s just a condom 
full of water!” 

So, bear that in mind during any 
particularly graphic scenes in this 
episode as Jenny pays a visit to first¬ 
time mother Jeanette. 

The two women quickly establish a 
rapport, which is just as well, as 
Jeanette needs frequent visits - and if 
that allows Jenny to see more of the 
mum-to-be’s cousin Philip, that’s just a 
perk of the job. 

Do we sense another stylish Fifties 
wedding in the offing, or are we 
getting a bit ahead of ourselves? 

Elsewhere, it looks like Chummy’s 
nursing skills may be needed closer to 
home, as she discovers Lady Browne 
has discharged herself from hospital, 
leaving her daughter in despair. 

The mums of Poplar have learned 
to heed Chummy’s advice, so why 
won’t her own mother listen to her?

Warm to ways for cut in 
energy and home bills 



Top up your loft insulation and you could save more than £150 a year 


WITH energy bills at record 
levels, the Heating Helpline 
has some energy saving ad¬ 
vice on ways to improve in¬ 
sulation and lower bills. 

Around 60 per cent of the ener¬ 
gy used in the home is for heat¬ 
ing - for most households that’s 
many hundreds of pounds spent 
per year just to keep it warm. 

B&ES, the Building & Energy Ser¬ 
vices Association, who operate the free 
consumer advice service the Heating 
Helpline, say too few households take 
sufficient measures to fully insulate 
their homes. This means a lot of en¬ 
ergy - and money - is simply wasted. 
Yet there are simple steps to take, 
some costing very little, that can help 
keep the warmth in, so there is much 
less need to crank up the thermostat. 

Here are the Heating Helpline’s 
top 10 list of tips 

1. If you have less than 10cm of in¬ 
sulation in your loft you’ll be wasting 
energy. Top the insulation up to 27cm 
and you could save over £150 a year. 

2. Since the 1930s, most houses 
have been built with an air cavity be¬ 
tween two outer walls. Get this gap 
filled with insulating foam and you 
could save up to £200 a year on bills. 

3. Floorboards lose a lot of heat. 
Insulation seal between the gaps can 
save you about £25 per year. 

4. Insulate your hot water cylin¬ 
der. Fitting a British Standard jacket 
around your cylinder will cut heat 
loss by over 75 per cent and save you 
around £40 a year - more than the 
cost of the jacket. 

5. Lagging all your hot water pipes 
could also save you more than £25 a 
year. 

6. Badly-fitted doors and windows 
mean avoidable heat loss. Draught 


proofing doors and windows by sealing 
gaps will help save energy. A curtain 
at the front door and heavy, well-fitted 
curtains provide insulation and reduce 
draughts. To track down the source 
of draughts take a lit candle and see 
where it flickers. 

7. Keep your doors and windows 
closed when the heating is on and save 
£15 a year. 

8. Thermal blinds, which stay flush 
to the window frame using magnets, 
are a good alternative to heavy-lined 
curtains. Cost is about £145 per sq m. 

9. Draw your curtains at dusk to 
help keep the heat generated inside 
your rooms. 

10. Unused fireplaces are one of the 
biggest causes of lost heat. If you’re 
not using your chimney but don’t 


want to board it up try a chimney bal¬ 
loon - they’re easy to inflate and last 
for years. 

Under the Government’s Energy 
Company Obligation (ECO) pro¬ 
gramme participating energy compa¬ 
nies will help pay for all or part of the 
cost of installing different home insu¬ 
lation measures and even a new boiler.

Swift flies 


Drivetime 


into UK market 


By Graham Breeze 

THE 4X4 sector is traditionally 
packed with massive and expen¬ 
sive models - equally at home 
on the farm track or outside the 
school gate. 

So it is refreshing to see Suzuki 
clambering for a share of the UK mar¬ 
ket with the diminutive Swift 4X4. 

The model has already enjoyed suc¬ 
cess in Europe and Suzuki bosses are 
confident that this unconventional su¬ 
permini can fill a void over here, ap¬ 
pealing to those needing a car with 
more traction during the winter months, 
but not wanting a conventional SUV. 

The 4x4 is available with five doors 
and with the 93bhp 1.2-litre petrol en¬ 
gine from the regular Swift. It comes with 
a choice of two trims - SZ3 and SZ4. 

The difference in appearance is minimal 


though the 4X4 is 65kg heavier than the 
two-wheel-drive version and ride height 
is 25mm higher but he overall ground 
clearance is identical to the regular Swift 
which tends to defeat the object a little. 

There was no doubting that the test 
model - a 1.2 SZ4 - could cope with a bit of 
farm tracking, but even Suzuki don’t claim 
this is a real off-roader and it lacks a low-ra¬ 
tio gearbox. But it will help you cope with 
the frost and snow and might just get you 
where you want to go when lots of others fail. 

On the road there was very little differ¬ 
ence from the regular model, though the 
extra weight meant that the driver had 
to work even harder to produce results. 

The 4x4 is available in SZ3 or SZ4 trim, 
and both versions are well-equipped. 
SZ3 models get seven airbags, electric 
front windows, air-conditioning, heated 
door mirrors, and a four-speaker ste¬ 
reo with Bluetooth and a USB input. 

Along with extra plastic cladding and 




skia piates, t>Z4 moaeis get climate control, 

automatic headlights, keyless entry and start, 
electric rear windows and cruise control. 

The cabin is identical to the Swift 
two-wheel-drive model’s with the same 
smart-looking and simple dashboard. 

There is good all-round visibili¬ 
ty and most height-adjustable driver’s 
seat and steering wheel. SZ4 cars also 
have reach adjustment for the wheel. 

The Swift may have enough room 
for four but there isn’t enough space in 
the boot for very much luggage and the 
SZ4 got nowhere near the golf club test. 

Power to all four wheels doesn’t lead 
to much damage to fuel consump¬ 


tion Tigures, with just a loss or 5mpg to 

see average figures drop to 51.3mpg. 

All models get seven airbags, electric front 
windows, air-conditioning, heated door mir¬ 
rors, and a four-speaker stereo with Bluetooth 
and a USB input. The SZ4 gets extra plastic 
cladding and skid plates, climate control, au¬ 
tomatic headlights, keyless entry and start, 
electric rear windows and cruise control. 

Suzuki are really testing the UK water with 
this model, a model sold in over 100 countries. 

The question is whether the addition 
of 4X4 will attract buyers from the more 
conventional markets. There’s little evi¬ 
dence that there are enough changes to 
gain this model significant sales in the UK.

Response is 
Rapid to put 
SEAT Toledo 
back on track 

For second and third generation Toledos, 
SEAT unwisely deviated from this winning 
formula and sales were disappointing. 

So when the opportunity came to re-invent the MK1 
model for the modern era through the simple expe¬ 
dient of re-badging and re-branding Skoda’s Rapid 
model, the Spaniards grabbed it with both hands. 

The result is, well, a sensible set of wheels, the kind of car 
the motoring mags get all sniffy about. But also the kind of 
car which makes eminent sense to recession-hit families in 
the current climate. Let’s put it to the test. 

There are no pretensions here. This car’s motoring remit 
is to get you and your family reliably, safely and comforta¬ 
bly from A to B - no more, no less. You probably won’t be 
approaching your first run around the block with any real ex¬ 
pectations of out-of-the-ordinary levels of driving enjoyment 
and you won’t get it. 

Having said that, there’s relatively little not to like. If you 
can operate a payphone, then you won’t have much trou¬ 
ble getting to grips with the clean, uncluttered controls, all¬ 
round visibility is excellent and both steering and gearshift 
feel direct and positive. 

On the subject of transmission, there are three op¬ 
tions. Both the entry-level petrol units - the unremarkable 
three-cylinder 75PS 1.2 12V and the more modern four-cyl¬ 
inder 86PS 1.2 TSI - get the same five-speed manual ‘box 
-the one which the 90PS and 105PS diesel models have. 

Go for the 105PS version of the petrol 1.2 TSI and you get 
six manual speeds and above that model, there’s the option 
of an auto-only 122PS 1.4 TSI petrol variant. 

From this little lot, you can’t really go too far wrong, pro¬ 
vided you don’t opt for the entry-level 75PS three-cylinder 
petrol 1.2. It isn’t really up to the task of moving a car of 
this size along and is far less economic than the four cylin¬ 
der 86PS 1.2-litre TSI petrol engine, which isn’t much more 
expensive and should really form the starting point of the 
line-up. 

Rest to 62mph here occupies 11.8 seconds on the way 
to 114mph and if that’s not fast enough, opting for this en¬ 
gine in turbocharged 105PS form improves those figures to 
10.3 seconds and 121mph, very similar in fact to the perfor¬ 
mance return you get from the 105PS 1.6-litre diesel (10.4 
seconds and 118mph). 

SEAT may talk about ‘motion and emocion’ when it 
comes to the styling of all its cars, but the truth is a little dif¬ 
ferent here. There’s a SEAT-specific front end with its broad, 
angular headlamps and slender trapezoidal front grille. And 
a light makeover at the rear too. But these cosmetics apart, 
this Toledo is pretty much identical to its Skoda Rapid de¬ 
sign stablemate. 

Enormous 

Raise the wide-opening tailgate and you find yourself 
looking at a simply enormous boot. Though the damper 
mounts and wheel arches intrude a little from the sides, 
there’s still 550- litres with all the seats in place, so this is 
nearly 60 per cent larger than the trunk you’ll find on a rival 
Ford Focus and nearly 40 per cent bigger than the boot in 
SEAT’S other family hatch, the Leon. 

At the wheel, well it’s more Skoda than SEAT, the design 
clean, functional but not particularly exciting, with many of 
the surfaces quite hard to the touch and things like the un¬ 
lined storage bins suggestive of budget brand pricing. 

Still, everything is nicely laid out and seemingly built to 
last, and there are plenty of useful nooks and crannies, in¬ 
cluding a slot for your parking tickets. 

A ‘V’-shaped centre console rises up from the footwell to 
the main dashboard and houses both ventilation and stereo 
controls. 

Through the three-spoke wheel you glimpse a large, clear 
twin-binnacle instrument display. Nothing then to especially 
catch the eye, but everything perfectly in its place. 

Though this Toledo isn’t the most efficient contender in 
the Focus-class family hatchback sector, it probably does 
just about enough to satisfy most owners. Most effort has 
been reserved for the eco-orientated ‘Ecomotive’ version of 
this 1.6-litre TDI diesel, which at launch was the only variant 
in the range to get a Stop/start system, a set-up subsequent¬ 
ly added to the 1.2 TSI petrol unit, able to cut the engine 
when not needed, say when you’re stopped at the lights or 
waiting in traffic. 

Thanks both to this and features like low rolling resistance 
tyres and kinetic energy recouperation, which gathers in 
energy that would otherwise be lost when cruising or brak¬ 
ing, fuel savings of between five and eight per cent and a 
combined cycle fuel figure of 72.4mpg are possible, though 
C02 emissions still can’t dip beneath the magic tax-busting 
lOOg/km barrier which some rivals breach - expect 104g/ 
km. An ordinary Toledo 1.6 TDI like this one without the Eco¬ 
motive gadgets manages 64.2mpg and 114g/km. 

But most sales of this car will be made to petrol people. 
Folk who should avoid the entry-level three cylinder 75PS 
1.2 with its rather poor returns, 46.3mpg on the combined 
cycle and 137g/km of C02. 

The impressive four-cylinder 86PS 1.2, as well as being 
not much more expensive, more refined and considerably 
faster, manages 55.4mpg and 119g/km of C02. Opt to get 
this engine in pokier 105PS form and the returns actually 
improve - expect 56.5mpg and 116g/km.

The Vauxhall 
ADAM is first 
when putting 
on the style 

Talk to anyone who really knows about cars 
and they’ll tell you how good the latest gen¬ 
eration Corsa is. Trouble is, the man in the 
street still associates the Corsa with the me¬ 
diocre old vehicles which replaced the Nova 
and weren’t particularly great. 

The ADAM rides on a cut down version of the Corsa’s 
chassis and that can only be good news. 

It’s been extensively re-engineered to suit the demands of 
the shorter wheelbase. It’s ostensibly quite a simple set-up 
but Vauxhall has invested years of know-how into it. 

Up front are a set of MacPherson struts while the rear end 
utilises a torsion beam set-up. Ease of use on urban roads 
is enhanced by a CITY mode, which increases the electronic 
power steering system’s assistance at lower speeds. 

This is a car that’s going to sell largely on whether the 
styling chimes with new car buyers and Vauxhall certainly 
can’t be accused of going at it half-cocked. There’s a lot 
going on, the design work attributed to Brit, Mark Adams’ 
team in Europe. 

The ADAM incorporates a ‘floating’ roof which is visually 
disconnected from the body, which works particularly well 
with two-tone colour schemes. It looks like no other Vauxhall 
but still incorporates a bunch of existing styling cues. 

Like MINI, Vauxhall is looking to appeal to the customer’s 
sense of individuality in the sheer amount of colour combi¬ 
nations and materials. Wheels range from 16in in size for 
entry-level cars and there are 17 and 18in options further 
up the range, with a lowered sports chassis part of the deal. 

Unlike many cars which offer striking exterior designs, but 
an interior which betrays a sudden curtailment of develop¬ 
ment budget, the cabin of the ADAM is, if anything, even 
bolder than the exterior. 

Riotous 

There’s extensive use of body-coloured trim inserts, not 
only on the dashboard but also reaching along the centre 
console and onto the steering wheel, aimed at giving the 
interior a real riotous personality. 

A seven-inch touch screen interface is the big point of in¬ 
terest from a technological perspective. It’s both iPhone and 
android compatible, and can access internet-downloaded 
apps in the same manner as the latest Renault Clio and Peu¬ 
geot 208. Where specified, the navigation and infotainment 
controls are all marshalled by the touch screen. There’s 
even a choice of headlining, including an LED-lit starlight 
roof trim. 

Prices for the 1.2-litre ADAM start at just over £11,000, 
so there’s a saving of around £300 over the lesser-pow¬ 
ered of the two 1.4-litre petrol models. Whichever engine 
you choose, the ADAM is offered with three trim levels, JAM 
(fashionable/colourful), GLAM (elegant/sophisticated) and 
SLAM (racy/sporty). 

The latest generation ESP system is standard on all 
models and it also includes a Hill Start Assist function. The 
wonderful star-effect roof and a heated steering wheel are 
options which differentiate the Vauxhall from run-of-the-mill 
city car contenders and these features are key in a market 
that’s not always led fully by upfront pricing. 

Expect 53.3mpg on the combined cycle and 124g/km 
of C02 from a 1.2-litre ADAM, figures which improve to 
56.5mpg and 118g/km if you specify the extra cost ecoF- 
LEX package. As well as low rolling resistance tyres, this 
includes a start/stop system which cuts the engine when 
you don’t need it, stuck in traffic or waiting at the lights. 

All enough to make a difference of around five per cent 
to your figures, stats you can hopefully replicate on a day- 
to-day basis thanks to an ‘Eco Drive Assistant’ - basically 
a section of the trip computer which monitors energy con¬ 
sumption and indicates when to shift up.

Smith likely to appeal Mantom red card 


WALSALL are expected to appeal Sam 
Mantom’s red card from Saturday’s 2-1 de¬ 
feat at Preston. 

The midfielder is facing an immediate 
three game ban which would rule him out 
of games against Coventry, Crewe and next 
Saturday’s derby with Wolves. 

Mantom was shown a straight red card 
eight minutes from time by referee Seb 
Stockbridge, after a challenge with Joe 
Garner which left the Preston player on 
the floor. 

It was a decision which infuriated Sad¬ 
dlers boss Dean Smith, who after the game 
indicated he was likely to appeal it. The 
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manager was due to sit down with club offi¬ 
cials to review video evidence before making 
a final decision. 

“I didn’t think it was a red card at the 
time and having seen it again just now on 
video I still don’t think it is,” he said. “We’ll 
appeal it. It’s a shame Sam has to face a 
three-match ban for a poor decision. We are 
hopeful but you never hold your breath. 

“I’ll speak it over with a few people who 
have better knowledge than myself on deci¬ 
sions like that and see what they feel. But 


looking at it now, it has never been a red 
card.” 

Smith also hinted he was less than im¬ 
pressed with the reaction of Garner, adding: 
“The referee is just quick to get his card out 
of his pocket. It’s frustrating and maybe I 
need to get my players to start rolling 
around when they get fouled. That’s what 
it makes you want to do but we certainly 
won’t do that.” The Saddlers successfully 
overturned captain Andy Butler’s red card 
at Leyton Orient earlier this season and will 
be hopeful of a similar outcome for Mantom, 
who has been one of their standout players. 

He was again in excellent form on Sat¬ 


urday, scoring for the second successive 
game to cancel out Paul Downing’s early 
own goal. 

But Bailey Wright’s header just before 
the half-hour mark proved to be the winner 
and Mantom’s late dismissal only added in¬ 
sult to injury as Smith’s side slipped to their 
third defeat in four games. It meant they 
missed the chance to close the five-point gap 
on sixth-placed Peterborough, who were 
beaten 1-0 at Crawley. Smith remains con¬ 
fident his team can get back into the play¬ 
off picture. “We are slipping off the pace but 
there is no reason why we can’t go and win 
the next few games” he said. 


SENDING OFF ADDS 
TO SADDLERS' WOES

THE result hurt. A referee’s decision 
might end up hurting more. When 
Seb Stockbridge flashed a red card 
at Sam Mantom eight minutes from 
time, it added further woe for the 
Saddlers in their play-off challenge. 


The midfielder, ar¬ 
guably the best player 
in recent weeks dur¬ 
ing a five-game win¬ 
less run, now faces 
three matches on the 
sidelines. 

Cruelly for a player born 
and raised in the Black 
Country, that would also in¬ 
clude Saturday’s derby with 
Wolves. 

It was a decision which 
looked harsh at first glance 
and, unsurprisingly, there 
was immediately talk of an 
appeal. Boss Dean Smith 
felt the challenge on Pres¬ 
ton’s Joe Garner was fair, as 
did Mantom’s team-mates.

Smith will have to keep his 
fingers crossed. 

Emerging 

Mantom and defender 
Paul Downing, part of an 
emerging young spine in 
this Walsall team, are two 
of the main reasons to be 
excited for the years ahead. 
But on Saturday their re¬ 
spective fates encapsulated 
the Saddlers’ struggles of 
late. Centre-back Down¬ 
ing, normally so assured 
and confident, looked pon¬ 
derous in the seconds be¬ 
fore he scored a calamitous 
own goal which handed the 
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hosts a third-minute lead. 
Mantom’s late dismissal 
further fuelled the notion 
everything is going against 
Smith’s side at the worst 
possible time. 

Until then he had been 
the visitors’ star player, 
wiping out Downing’s error 
almost immediately with an 
equaliser which owed much 
to his sheer bloody mind¬ 
edness, as he furiously fol¬ 
lowed up his own initial shot 
to beat keeper Declan Rudd 
from 18 yards. 

It was Preston who would 
emerge victorious courtesy 
of Bailey Wright’s goal just 
before the half-hour mark. 
You could make a case the 
Saddlers just about deserved 
a point, and they nearly 
snatched one in stoppage 
time when Rudd brilliantly 
tipped over substitute 

James Baxendale’s long- 
range effort. But that was 
his first serious save of the 
second half and those Sad¬ 
dlers fans who made the trip 
to Deepdale were presented 
with the familiar sight of 
their team enjoying plenty 
of possession but lacking 
any kind of cutting edge. 

Preston, on the other 
hand, did have chances and 
Richard O’Donnell had one 
of his busier days.
